HumsLy SHEWETH, 

HAT, by the laws of this, and all other well-governed 
1 realms, the forging or counterfeiting, or the procuring and 
a, _ cauſing to be forged or counterfeited, any ſecurities, bills, 
obligations, promiſſory notes, or tickets for ſums of money; AN 
MORE PARTICULARLY, the forging or counterfeiting, or the pro- 
curing to be forged or counterfeited, the notes of mercantile or 
trading companies iſſued by them in the courſe of their buſineſs, 

and which paſs from hand to hand in the courſe of circulation, as a 
medium of commerce, and are received or taken as caſh by the leidges 
in general; As ALso, the uſing, uttering, or vending, or cauſing, 
or procuring to be uſed, uttered, or vended, any ſuch forged or 
counterfeited ſecurities, bills, obligations, promiſſory notes, or 
tickets for ſums of money; the perſon ſo uſing, uttering, or vend- 
ing them, or cauſing them to be ſo uſed, uttered, or vended, know- 
ing them to be falſe, forged, or counterfeited; are crimes of a hei- 
nous nature, and ſeverely puniſhable; more eſpecially when the 
A commiſſion

commiſſion of ſuch crimes is accompanied with a long train of 
forethought, contrivance, machination, and artifice, where the crimes 
themſelves are frequently reiterated, and where the ſecurities, bills, 
obligations, promiſſory notes, or tickets for ſums of money forged 
or counterfeited, uſed, uttered, or vended, are many in number, 
and for a conſiderable ſum of money, 


YET TRUE IT IS AND OF VERITY, That John 


Raybould, late nailer at New Merchieſton, in the ſervice of 
the CARRON ComMpPaANY, preſent priſoner in the Tolbooth of 
Edinburgh, is guilty of all, and each, or one or other of the 
aforeſaid crimes, aggravated as aforeſaid; IN g0 FAR 4, the 
complainers Sir James Maxwell of Pollock, Bart, James Ritchie and 
company, having, in the courſe of their buſineſs as bankers, autho- 
riſed David Fleming their caſhier to iſſue a number of promiſſory 


notes, payable at their office in Glaſgow, to James Struthers, or 


the bearer, on demand, for the ſum of twenty ſhillings ſterling each; 


a number of ſuch notes were accordingly iſſued, being ſubſcribed by 


the ſaid David Fleming and John M'Call, one of the partners of the 
ſaid banking company, and did paſs, and were circulated among the 
leidges, and became a medium of commerce, by being uſed to ſup- 
ply the place of caſh in ordinary tranſactions, being given and re- 
ceived in payments as money among the leidges in general ; and par- 
ticularly ſuch notes were much circulated as caſh in the village of 
New Merchieſton within the ſhire of Stirling, and neighbourhood 
thereof, where the ſaid John Raybould reſided ; which being obſer- 
ved by him, he, throwing off all fear of God and regard to the 
laws, did wickedly, fraudulently, and feloniouſly deviſe and execute 
a ſcheme for counterfeiting and fabricating a number of the foreſaid 
notes, to the great prejudice of commerce, and the leidges in gene- 


ral, and of the private complainers in particular, For the com- 
plainers, for the greater expedition and diſpatch of buſineſs, having 
got blank forms of their notes caſt off from copper-plates, which were 
- filled up in the date, number, and creditor's name, in the hand- 
writing of their caſhier, in conſequence of powers from them, and 
ſubſcribed as above mentioned by their caſhier and one of their 
partners, the ſaid John Raybould having procured one of theſe 


notes, did, on one or other of the days of the month of

guſt laſt paſt, in the year one thouſand ſeven hundred aud 
or on one or other of the days of the month of July, June, 
or May immediately preceeding, repair to the town of Birmingham, 
where he did apply to an engraver, and defired him to engrave for 
him a copper-plate, as nearly the ſame as poſſible with that from 


which the note that had been iſſued by the complainers, which he then 


had in his poſſeſſion, had been caſt off, and he delivered the ſaid note 
to the engraver to be by him copied: That the engraver having en- 
graved a copper-plate, in imitation of that from which the ſaid note 
had been caſt off, did make an impreſſion therefrom, which he car- 
ried to the ſaid John Raybouldz and John Raybould having com- 
pared this impreſſion with the note which he had brought with 
him, did obſerve ſome variation between thenij whereupon the cop- 
per-plate was, at his deſire, altered, ſo as to make it a more perfect 
reſemblance of that from which the note iſſued by the complainers 
had been caſt off: That the ſaid John Raybould then aſked the en- 
graver, whether he could alſo engrave the number, date, creditor's 
name, and ſubſcriptions of John M*Call and David Fleeming? but 


7 having received for anſwer, That he could not ſo as to make them 


emble the writing, he aſked him, whether he could write them! 
and told him, if he would, he would give him any reward he plea- 
ſed; but the engraver refuſed to do ſo: That the ſaid John Ray- 
bould paid the engraver for engraving the ſaid plate; and having 
employed a perſon to caſt off five hundred impreſſions from the 
ſaid plate, he paid for printing thoſe impreſſions likewiſe, and 
leaving the plate at Birmingham, but taking the impreſſions along 
with him, he returned to his own houſe at the village of New 


Merchieſton in the ſhire of Stirling: That in that place, or in other 


places in the neighbourhood thereof, on one or other of the days 
of the ſaid month of September, in the year one thouſand 


ſeven hundred and fixty-fix, or on one or other of the days 
of the month of Auguſt immediately preceeding, he did forge 
or counterfeit the ſubſcriptions of John M'Call and David Flem- 
ing, ſubjoining thoſe forged or counterfeited ſubſcriptions to ſundry 
impreſſions from the copper-plate which he had cauſed to be en-

James Struthers, In the blanks of the fald Impreſſions, In imitation 
of the manner in which ſuch blanks were filled up in the notes iſſued 
by the complainers; or he did cauſe and procure others to forge 


and counterfeit the ſald ſubſcriptions, numbers, date, and name, in 


manner and for the purpoſe above-mentioned: That on one or 
other of the days of the ſaid month of September laſt, or of the ſaid 
month of Auguſt immediately preceeding, the ſaid John Ray- 
bould did uſe the notes ſo forged or counterfeited, or procured to be 
forged or counterfeited by him, by uttering them himſelf on diffe- 
rent occaſions, and circulating them as caſh in place of true notes; 
as alſo by delivering them to others to be uttered and circulated as 
caſh, and by procuring and cauſing them ſo to be circulated, ut- 
tered, and vended. AND MORE PARTICULARLY, the ſaid John 
Raybould having gone to Perth on the ſeventeenth day of September 
laſt paſt, or on one or other of the days of that month, or of the month 
of Auguſt preceeding, he there bought a pocket-napkin in a ſhop, and 
offered one of the forged or counterfeited notes above-mentioned in 
payment for the ſame, demanding change; but the note being chal- 
lenged as forged, he took it back, and having given various accounts 
to different perſons of the place where and the perſon from whom 


| he got that note, he left Perth in great haſte; and in going to or re- 


turning from Perth upon this occaſion, he bought a ſilver watch, 
for which he gave in payment four of the forged or counterfeited 
notes above mentioned, receiving ten ſhillings and ſixpence as the 
balance of the price thereof, And the ſaid John Raybould having 
alſo delivered to Daniel Parks nailer at New Merchieſt on, in the ſhire 
of Stirling, in the ſervice of the Carron company, a number of the 


forged or counterfeited notes above mentioned, amounting to ſixteen 


and upwards, and the ſaid Daniel Parks, on the eighteenth day, or 


on one or other of the days of the ſaid month of September laſt paſt, - 
having offered ſome of theſe notes in payment at Dunfermline with- 


in the county of Fife, and the notes being challenged as falſe, the 
{aid Daniel Parks was thereupon apprehended, and being ſearch- 
ed and examined in preſence of the Magiſtrates of Dunfermline, a

of the lordſhips of Linlithgow and Callender, thereafter of the 
ſheriff-ſubſtitute of Stirling, and laſtly, in preſence of the Magi- 
giſtrates of Edinburgh, at different times, he did, on theſe ſeveral. 
occaſions, emit declarations tending to ſhew his guilt in the pre- 

miſſes, And a ſearch having been made in his houſe, under the au- 


| thority of a warrant from Sir Michael Bruce, one of the Juſtices 


of Peace for the ſhire of Stirling, there was found therein a certain 
paper, on which the name of John M'Call was wrote, in imitation 
of the manner in which the notes iſſued by the complainers are ſub- 
ſcribed by him ; as alſo an impreſſion taken from the ſame copper- 


per-plate, by means of which the falſe notes above mentioned have 
been counterfeited, and which impreſſion was blank in the number, 


date, ereditor's name, and ſubſcription, And the ſaid John Ray- 


bould having wrote to Benjamin Bridgens victualler in Birming- 
ham, with whom he had left the copper-plate by means of wluch 
the falſe notes above mentioned werefurged or counterfeited, deſiring 
the ſaid Benjamin Bridgens to get as many more of them goods as he 
had got before, and to bring them down to him as ſoon as pollible z 
far he hed diſpoſed of part of _ he had taken to Seotland j of

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in words to that purpoſe; the ſaid Benjamin Bridgens did get 
one thouſand impreſſiqns caſt off from the copper- plate above 
mentioned, and did bring them to Scotland; but being informed, 
upon his arrival in the neighbourhood of Falkirk, that the ſaid John 


Ray bould was impriſoned for forgery, he returned back, and made 
the beſt of his way to England; and a ſearch being made in the 


houſe of the ſaid Benjamin Bridgens at Birmingham, the copper- 


plate whereof the falſe notes above mentioned were impreſſions, was 
there found, and tranſmitted to Scotland, and was ſealed up, by or- 
der of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, with the ſeal of the city, And 


Further, on the eighth day of September laſt or on one or other of the 


days of that month, there were brought to the office 'of James 
Thomſon inſurance- broker in Edinburgh, and received by him in 
payment, a twenty-ſhilling note, which appeared, upon after 
examination, to be forged and counterfeited, and to be caſt off from 
the ſame plate with the falſe or counterfeited notes above mention- 
ed. As alſo, on one or other of the days of the ſaid month of 
September laſt, or of the month of Auguſt preceding, there was gi- 
ven in payment to Alexander Lindſay of Lethnet, reſiding in Edin- 
burgh, another twenty-ſhilling note, which, upon after examination, 


appeared to be falſe and counterfeited, and to be caſt off from the 


ſame plate. As alſo, upon one or other of the days of September or 
October laſt, there was given in payment to John Lindſay tenant in 
Gairnel of Menſtry, another twenty-ſhilling note, which, upon exa- 


mination, was found to be falſe and forged, and is alſo caſt off from 


the ſatnie plate. As alſo, on one or other of the days of the months 
of Bepteinber or October laſt, there was given in payment to James 
Ker tenant in Greenloaning, or to his wife, another twenty»ſhilling 
note, Which, upon examination, was found to be falſe and | 
and is caſt off from the ſame copper-plate with thoſt above men⸗ 
tloned i And further, there was preſented to the private complalners 
at thelr office or eounting-houſe for payment, one twenty=ſhilling note

and forged,and to be impreſſions from the ſame copper- plate by means 
whereof the forged or counterfeited notes above mentioned had been 
caſt off. As alſo, on one or other of the days of the ſaid month of 
September laſt, or of the month of October or November follow- 
ing, there were found concealed in a yard belonging to James 
Leiſhman, ſmith in Claddings near Falkirk, in the neighbourhood 
of the houſe of the ſaid John Raybould, fourteen forged or coun- 
terfeited notes, which notes were wrapped up in a pocket-napkin, 
and, upon examination, appeared to be caſt off from the ſame cop- 
per-plate with the forged or counterfeited notes above mentioned; 
and the date, number, creditor's name, and ſubſcriptions, in all the 
above forged or counterfeited notes, appear to be counterfeited, for- 
ged, and filled up in the ſame manner, and by the ſame hand. All 
which forged or counterfeited notes above mentioned, genuine 
notes, blank note, papers, letters, declarations, and copper-plate 
above mentioned, together with certain other papers, conform 
to a ſchedule hereunto annexed, and which ſchedule is held as a 
part of this complaint, and as repeated herein, will be uſed in evi- 
dence againſt the ſald John Raybould, and will be lodged in the 
hands of the clerks of ſeſſion, that he may ſee the lame. AT 
LEAST, the ſeveral notes above mentioned as falſe, were forged or 
evunterfelted and uttered or diſperſed j and the ſald John Raybould 
complained on, is guilty actor, er art and part, In the forging or coun- 
terfeiting, uttering, of diſperſing, knowing them to be falle or ebun- 
terfelted, of all and each, er one of other of them.
